Characteristic of the western spirit, 
before they had arrived at the ticker 
establishment, they had decided to 
put on a minstrel show to start the 
thing again. Jones said to Jacques: 
“Harry, would you black your face for 
a minstrel show to start a band ” 
When the ever witty Harry replied 
"Jonsie, old boy, I would black my' 
self all over and leave it on, if it 
would help to start a band." And the 
history and melody of that minstrel 
show which was played twice here to 
crowded houses, is written in the 
heart of the citizens of this town, and 
will ever remain a pleasant memory. 

That was the start of ab organiza¬ 
tion that today boasts, and justly so, 
of one of the best bands of the prov¬ 
ince. The seed fell on fertile ground. 
Quickly, likely musicians were enlist¬ 
ed and classified, having regard to 
their respective talents with the sev¬ 
eral instruments, and the band, con¬ 
sisting Of business men, bankers.

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MAGNA CHARTA DAY 

“The labor of uniting into still clos¬ 
er amity and understanding the Eng¬ 
lish-speaking peoples, is of signili- 
cance of good to all Americans and to 
all nations and races of the world. 
These duties will ■ find their closest 
recognition in a united, unshakable 
friendship and oneness of purpose, 
not for the exclusion from brother¬ 
hood of others, but for a better bro¬ 
therhood flowing toward others.”— 
President Harding. 

Based upon a sentiment such as ex¬ 
pressed in the above paragraph, a 
movement has been started to estab¬ 
lish the annual commemoration by 
the seven English-speaking nations oi 
the signing of the Magna Charta, the 
great foundations of all our liberties. 

Anglo-American unity is the great¬ 
est single Peace Factor in the wqrld 
today, and the finest service the peo¬ 
ple of the two nations can render the 
world at large at this hour, is to make 
themselves better understood by each 
other. - - 

The proposition for the commem- 
sources in the United States, and the 
qppeal should be the greater to ail 
loyalists and peace-loving citizens of 
Canada and the other dominions of- 
the Empire, who are no' doubt ener¬ 
gized by the unrest of the world and 
the intrigues of rebellious sections of 
the people here and the ref. 

It is not proposed to make the day 
—Wednesday, June 16—a holiday, 
but the press is^urged at that period 
each year to give space for reference 
to what the day stands for and the 
benefits which an annual commemor¬ 
ation wilt bring into the lives of the 
people of the seven nations. The' 
Times gives freely its support to the 
plan.

The Calgary Herald has editorially 
referred to the fact that the size of 
berry boxes has been defined by a law 
covering the sale of fruit in boxes, 
and says that the short boxes are not 
allowed this year. This again re¬ 
minds us of the advantages of stan¬ 
dardizing boxes and things of the 
kind so that one might know that 
when he purchases a box of berries he 
has a box of berries. 

When the German indemnity is paid 
to France, the lumber industry in 
Canada will be greatly benefitted, ac¬ 
cording to the Hon. Phillippe Paradis, 
mtmber of $he Quebec Legislative 
Council, who has just returned from 
an extensive tour of France. He 
states that railways, bridges, and 
roads in the devastated areas have 
been repaired, but there was a great 
lack of houses owing to the financial 
plight of France. 

The reported discovery of gold in 
the district of The Pas, Man., has re¬ 
sulted in a rush to the territory. Dan 
Austin, a prospector, describing thc 
discovery, said he stood on the shore 
of Elbow Lake and saw the ore body 
dipping into it, showing free gold 
standing out everywhere. Going over 
the exposed portion of the vein, he 
claims to have seen gold in every sec¬ 
tion.

The Ulster parliament in Ireland is 
now an established institution, having 
been formally constituted on Tuesday, 
The progress of this parliament will 
perhaps be the most watched of an) 
that has ever existed. 

The conference at London, Ontario, 
while condemning dancing in jublic 
schools and at summer resorts and 
elsewhere, very properly advised the 
ministers to take leadership in pro¬ 
viding pleasure and recreation for the 
young people.

Your readers will recall that some 
weeks ago I gave an account of Mr. 
Hoadley’s address in respect to taxes 
paid by big corporations in the prov¬ 
ince. At that time it was demonstra¬ 
ted that the larger corporations paid 
practically nothing in comparison to 
that part paid by the ordinary farmer. 
1 shall not repeat the argument pre¬ 
sented then, but I do advise that your 
readers look over this article again. 
On this occasion 1 wish to add one 
more series of facts in the same con¬ 
nection. This series has to do with 
the moving picture shows and theatre 
taxation. The people paid for admis¬ 
sion to the moving pictures, theatres, 
etc., ,$2,670,000, boxing contests, $18,- 
000, hockey games, $12,000, trained 
animal shows $54,000, professional 
baseball games and other shows $166,- 
000. This makes a grand total of 
about $3,000,000. The province col¬ 
lected about $132,000 by the theatre¬ 
goers tax. Now, note righ here, that 
the people paid liberal tax, but the 
big theatre companies paid practical¬ 
ly nothing. 

There are some interesting facts in 
respect to the Wild Land Tax in the 
. province. At the last session of the 
Legislature the commission paid to 
municipalities for the collection of 
wild land taxes was increased from 
2% to 5 per cent. In the past, muni¬ 
cipal districts collected all wild land 
taxes outside of such districts were 
collected direct by the Department of 
Municipal Affairs. This principle al¬ 
so applied in respect to assessments. 
Now notice that for the year 1920 the 
total amount collected in the province 
was $853,511.74, of this $567,222.64 
was collected by the Department of 
municipal affairs. Therefor, in order 
to collect over $567,000.00 the govern¬ 
ment paid the municipal districts $18,- 
361.00, pnd tp collect its own $286,- 
000.00, the government paid a)jout

THE IGNORANCE OF THE 
EDUCATED 

Thomas A. Edison says he finds that 
men who have gone through college 
are amazingly ignorant. “They don’t 
seem to know anything.” He bases 
his opinion on his experience with 
young people fresh from college who 
seek positions in his factories. He 
finds that many of them fail to ans- 
! wer the questions in the examinations 
which he has prepared as a test of fit¬ 
ness. . 

college graduates ignorant of many 
things he knows; but it may very welt 
be that Mr. Edison is Ignorant of 
many things the college people know, 
and it may also be that many of the 
things known to the young people 
from college are better worth know¬ 
ing than many of the things known to 
Mr. Edison. There is room for the 
suspicion that Mr. Edison knows the 
answer to some of his own questions 
simply because he has prepared the 
questions. 

But, no doubt, there are many use¬ 
ful and necessary things which col¬ 
lege graduates do not know. It is 
impossible to learn everything at col¬ 
lege, and it is not desirable that every¬ 
thing should be learned at college. 
There ought to be room for develop¬ 
ment after leaving college. The real 
student is always learning. He does 
not quit school; rather he goes from 
one school to another. Mr. Edison, 
himself, we understand, acquired most 
of his knowledge in the great school 
of practical experience. 

OLDEST AT CONFERENCE 

The oldest clergyman at the Meth¬ 
odist Conference, held last week in 
Calgary, was Rev. E. E. Craggy and a 
resolution of congratulation was pass¬ 
ed to him at the concluding session of 
the conference. The attaining of his 
ninety-second birthday called for the 
resolution. The aged churchman pro¬ 
nounced the benediction closing the 
conference which in many ways hat 
been a notable one. 

The recent provincial elections in 
the Province of Saskatchewan resulted 
in the return of the Martin Govern¬ 
ment by or majority that allows but a 
very small representation of the op¬ 
position parties. It is the will of.the 
people unmistakably expressed, and it 
must be a good government that does 
so well in an election these days.

SALES TAX ON REAL ESTATE 

A sales tax on real estate Is now 
law and comes into force on the 1st 
day of June. The tax is one-fifth of 
one per centum upon the amoufit of 
the purchase price and shall be paid 
by the party registering same upon 
every transfer, conveyance, deed, in¬ 
strument or writing w'hereby any 
land, tenements or other realty sold 
shall be granted,, assigned, transfer¬ 
red or otherwise conveyed to or vest¬ 
ed in the purchaser or purchasers. 
Such tax shall be collected by the reg¬ 
istrar of titles, as the may be, before 
he registers such transfer, conveyance, 
deed or other instrument The regis¬ 
trar shall within the first week of each 
month send to the Treasurer of On¬ 
tario n statement of the amount col¬ 
lected during the previous month in 
respect of said tax and shall pay over 
the amount thereof.—Petrolia Topic.
